MORE SHU'S IN TROUBLE. 


One Goes Down und Another Strides an 


Iceberg.

LONDON, Aug. 10.—The steamer Miranda 


stranded last night on Gament rock on 
the island of Ushant offBritanny, France. 
Tne vessel was so badly damaged that tt 
sank. Nothing is known concerning the 
crew. It was pitch dark when the acci- 
dent occurred and a heavy sea was run- 
ning. It is supposed the Miranda was a 
steamer that sailed from Valparaiso, June 
29, but the port of destination is unknow n. 


The steamer Victoria from N.Y. July 27, 


for Mediterranean port J arrived at Gib- 
ralta with her port bow slightly damaged. 
On the night of Augus, 1, during a fog 
she collided with an iceberg. 
Only a 


glancing blow was struck, however, and 
was not severe enough to do any great 
damage. 


A TOWN WIPED 
OUT. 


More of the Fires Awful Work. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript ] 


TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 10.—The fierce 


forest fires in the western portion of this 
state are still burning. The town of Later 
has been wiped out. Railroad communi- 
cation in this section is shut off. Many 
people in the country south of Olympia 
arc hemmed in by the fires and there «re 
grave fears for their safety. 


Dr. H. J. Millard and Officer Parrow 


had a thrilling experience this morning 
at the police station. Charles Tatro has 
been confined at the station for some days 
and is insane. This morning Officer Parrow, 
who is in charge of the lockup, allowed 
the man to promenade in the corridor in 
front of the steel cells on the second floor. 
In a few minutes he became violent and 
rushed about the place wildly, clutching 
at and upsetting everything he met with. 
In such an attack he would have injured 
himself greatly had not the officer suc- 
ceeded in getting him into the padded 
cell. Dr. Millard was hastily summoned- 
When he arrived he found the man in a 
bad condition and decided to give him 
some medicine. 
He compounded the 


dose and entered the cell with the officer 
to administer it. 
Mr. Tatro refused to 


take the medicine. The doctor took some 
of it and so did the officer and the man 
was assured then that it was harmless and 
drank it. Tha dose was distasteful to him 
and with an imprecation he ordered the 
men out. He looked 
very savage 


and threatening and

out and the lock sprung. There was no 
way of opening the door from the inside, 
there w as no one in the station but the 
two who w ere locked in with the mad- 
man in six-foot square cell. The man 
glared fiercely at his caged companions 
and they prepared themselves for an at- 
tack. The officer took off the man sus- 
penders and stood ready to 
over- 


power him and bincl him with that

dress. 
The 
cell be- 


came most uncomfortably hot and the 
nervous strain to which the men were 
subjected made the position a very un- 
pleasant one. 
The doctor and officer 


eyed the man and the man eyed them for 
just three-quarters of an hour before relief 
came. They do not want to repeat their 
experience.

quate. A commission of inquiry must be 
formed. Delay will be dangerous to the 
outposts and mission stations.

NINE HOURS AND BABOR TROUBLES. 


The Object of the Union. Results or a 


Nine Hour Day Demand and the 


Attitude or LalW Leaders 


Towards Contractors. 


Union No. 18, Bricklayers and Masons 


International union 'was permanently 
formed last night in St.fJeanSaptistehall. 
Patrick J. Murray of Albany, N. Y., treas- 
urer of the International union 
and 


special deputy, was ^rganizing officer. 
Mr. Murray brought with him the union's 
charter and installed the officers. Tem- 
porary organization haa been made some 
time ago and an application for a charter 
made to President K%iu of New York. 
These officers we installed: President, 
Patrick Griffin; vice president, John La 
Crosse; corresponding'secretary, Michiel 
Caliahan; financial secretary, Charles, 
Harrington; tergeant-at-arms, Cornehub 
Sullivan; deputy, JamesF. Kelly. 


The organization of this union at the 


present time has been Wtched carefully 
by tradesmen and contractors. Repealed 
attempts have been male to form a union 
among the local brick Jayers and masons 
before the present activity in budding. A 
sufficient amount of enthusiasm could not 
be aroused and the efforts of the organ- 
izers were not crowned with success. It 
was not until the large number of strang" 
era came into this section that there were 
bright prospects for the union. At the 
organization last night there was a large 
per cent, of out of town men present. Of 
•the forty members of the union obligated 
a large number are strangers. Most of 
them came from Adams, where they are 
employed in building the armory and 
Where they expect to get more employ- 
ment on the new mill. It is fully be- 
lieved the union will grow very much 
in the 
next few months and will 


become a strong one. It? value to Noith 
Adams men and its permonaney depend 
npon the r umber of North Adams men 
joining it. At present some of its officers 
are well known tradesmen of this town, 
but if the membership will only be made 
up of transients, who nape in organizing 
to be able to secure temporary advantage 
while the building boom lasts, the union 
will be of little benefit, and will leave 
little good results when the strangers 
have gone where there arc other oppor- 
tunities. Labor tautens advocate strongly 
that North Adam*- men join the union. 
They state that its purpose is at present 
only to secure an equalizing ofconditions. 


There is reason for ^contractors watch- 


ing this movement closely. The ten-hour 
day has been the rule in this town and is 
-the rule at present. Large contracts that 
were let recently j&ezg let on estimates 
made on that length of day. 
Should 


there be an organized demand made for 
a nine-hour day the contractors would be 
in a serious plight. They could not grant 
the demand and labor troubles would en- 
sue. At present Porter & Hannnm have 
about 100 bricklayers trad stonemasons at 
work. They ore paid from $2.50 to $4 a 
day, depending on the trade and the 
men's ability. A ten per cent, increase in 
the wages of such an army would mean a 
great loss to the contractors and a nine 
hour day would be equal to that increase. 
Should the men only ask for a nine hour 
day and nine hour's pay there would still 
be a difficulty. The men who are getting 
laborer's pay could not be offered less 
than the fl.50 a day they now get and the 
contractors, did they yield to the de- 
mand, would lose that hour which they 
pay lor. 


However it is pleasant to know that 


there is little probability of labor troubles 
marring this town's present prosperity, 
for a prominent labor man today said "it 
would be manifestly unfair to make any 
demands from the contractors just now. 
The nine hour would not be demanded 
until next spring when all contractors 
could consider the matter in their esti- 
mates." If such a spirit shall prevail 
there will be nothing bat 
harmony. 


Prominent 
contractors said today that 


they were willing to adopt union methods 
when given the proper opportunity. 


Deputy Murray's words last night were 


those of wisdom. He advocated a sensi- 
ble and citizen-like stand in every under- 
taking. 


Football at Williams. 


The candidates for the Williams foot- 


ball eleven will begin training on or about 
September 10. It is expected that at least 
twenty-five men will be present to try for 
positions. Of this number eight will be 
veterans, fully as many more substitutes 
on last season's team or players on class 
elevens and the rest will be freshmen. It 
is said that the incoming class at Williams 
will contain a large amount of valuable 
football material and innications point to 
a very strong team. The men will go to 
the training table as soon as practice be- 
gins. Several old Williams players, in- 
cluding such men as Orton Brown, James 
Ogilvie, Garfleld and others have prom- 
ised to oversee the work of the candi- 
dates early 
in the season. As soon 


as the team has been selected a pro. 
fessional coach will take charge of it. 
Manager Irish has scheduled the fol- 
lowing games: September 21, Laureates 
of Troy at Williamstown; October 2, open 
date at Williamstown; 5, Colgate at Wil- 
liatnstown; 12,KarvardatCambridge; 16, 
Tufts at •Williamstown; 19, United States 
Military academy at West Point; 23, Yale 
at New Haven; 28, open date at Williams, 
town; November2, Amherst at Amherat 
(championship game); 9, Union at Al- 
bany; 16, Dartmouth at Williamstown 
(championship game). Brown university 
has asked for a game at Williamstown 
October 16, but Mr. Irish has not decided 
whether he will meet that team this sea- 
son.—Republican.

ADAMS' NEW CHURCH. 


St. Charles' Parish Will Build 


a Large and 
Hand- 


some Structure. 


WORK WILL BEGIN VERY SOON. 


The Land Purchased of the Berkshire 


Cotton Manf'g Co. Fr. Moran's Pros- 


perous church Has Outgrown the 


Old 
Place of 
Worship. 


For some time past the parish of St. 


Charles' church in Adams has been 
crowded for room in its present ediflce on 
Paik street, and Rev. Ft. Moran, the 
pastor, has been considering the advisa- 
bility of erecting a new church in some 
other place, and, if possible, to build a 
church nearer the parochial residence off 
Columbia street. In order to carry out 
this idea there is but one plot of land 
available, that owned by the Berkshire 
Cotton Manufacturing company on Colum- 
bia street, west of the mills. This land is 
occupied by six tenement houses where 
live persons who work in the company's 
mills, and, notwithstanding the com- 
pany's need of tenements, now that an- 
other mill is in process of erection, when 
they understood it was Father Moran's in- 
tention to build near his residence, if pos- 
sible, they offered him the desired tract of 
land, and he accepted their proposition, 
the sale having been made this week. It 
is a tract of land extending from the gate- 
way of Father Moran's premises to his 
land beyond mill No. 1, known as the dug- 
way bank, approximately a strip measur- 
ing 435 by 102 feet. From the street 
across this strip of land the" grade rises 
until it reaches th9 lawn of the paroc bial 
residence, the rear portion being the 
greatest height. It is Father .Moran's in- 
tention to grade this rise of land into the 
low section, thus levelling the plot and 
clearing abundant space for an edifice 
large enough to accommodate the parish 
for years. The tenement houses now on 
the land will be removed, and, as soon as 
plans are formulated, work will begin, 
and will be hurried to completion with an 
idea of holding service in the basement of 
the church by Christmas time. 


The new church will be of brick, and 


will be neat and pretty inside, although 
plain and pleasing outside, from an artis- 
tic point of view. It will have abasement 
to be used for parish meetings and Sunday 
school purposes, and, in connection with 
this, the new church will be erected with 
an eye to convenience throughout. The 
exact design has not been determined as 
yet. 
The architect, James Murphy of 


Providence, was expected today, and after 
a consultation with Father Moran plans 
will be prepared as early as next week. 


8t Charles' pariah has occupied its pres- 


ent church sinoe 1867, when the building 
was purchased of the First Congregational 
eociety by the late Rev. Fr. MoCourt, hav- 
ing been, used. bjLtke.CojtjgregaJigrjBl. •£•„ 
ciety for many years as their meeting 
house. Since Father Moran's coming to 
Adams he has more than once been on the 
point of asking his people to build, but 
something unforseen has always prevent- 
ed, his previous plans having been over- 
thrown by the general depression of the 
town. 


The new edifice, Which will be an orna- 


ment to the town, and a credit to Father 
Moran and his people, will be a great con- 
venience to them in being located adjoin- 
ing the parochial residence, and when the 
church is complete and the lawn about it 
is nicely graded and sodded, with a grass 
plot extending along the street, adjoin- 
ing it, this part of Columbia street will be 
beautified to a marked degree. Father 
Moran and his assistant, Father Coyne, 
are hard workers, are doing everything 
possible for their people, and the future of 
St. Charles' parish was never so bright as 
it is today.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:— I must tell you 


about the visit to the New York Yacht 
club at Vineyard Haven. You know the 
fleet came into the harbor on Saturday 
afternoon and was henceforth the object 
of universal interest.

out to see the yachts illuminated Saturday 
evening, when the beautiful Vineyard 
harbor was a scene from fairyland, while 
the electric cars ran every five minutes 
Sunday, so crowded that standing room 
was ata premium. 
For two days Cottage 


City has been thoroughly nautical. 
Here 


and there, among conventional city ex- 
quUitesm white di eitrouseri or pictur- 
esque bicycle costumes, were jolly young 
yachtsmen in their navy blue flannels 
With "Repose," "Nymphia," "Wa&p" and 
other equally interesting names across the 
front ot their blouses and decorit.ng their 
jaunty sailor caps. Nor was this all, for 
on every side were hesird mysterious re" 
ferencesto "main siila," "balloon sails," 
etc , while "she" seemed to be the one 
topic of conversat on. 
But it was not the 


all-pervading "new woman" that was re- 
fcred to, ah! no, it was the Vigilant, or, 
perhaps the nation's present hope, the 
staunch little Defender.

The 148 Milss from Syracuse to Albany 


Covered In 140 Minutes. 


A feat in railroading was performed 


Saturday on this section of the New York 
Central, which, though not infrequently 
paralleled on this most 
efficient and 


speedy of roads, is certainly calculated to 
make one wonder. The feat was nothing 
less than the accomplishment by the 
great Empire State Express of a distance 
of 148 miles In 140 minutes, something 
scarcely possible, with safety, to a less 
thoroughly governed and mechanically 
perfect road.

—A party of eight bicyclists, five gentle- 


men and three ladies, arrived in town 
yesterday from the west and took a train 
here for Fitchburg. The custom of tak- 
ing long journeys on wheels seems to be 
growing in popularity. 
Quite a number 


of touring wheelmen have passed through 
North Adams recently. 


—The special train that was run to 


Cheshire last night carried very few peo- 
ple from this town. It was run on account 
of a lawn fete held under the auspices of 
the Church of the Assumption and carried 
a good number from Adams and inter- 
mediate stations. The Columbian lawn 
festival doubtless helped to decrease the 
attendance from this town. 


—A brilliant banner advertising the 


Springfield diocesan field day has been 
swung over Main street between the Wil- 
son and Martin block. The banner is a 
very fine one and was painted by Joan 
White of Barnard's store. The local tem- 
perance society feels the greatness of the 
gathering that will be here labor day aud 
wishes to rouse the townspeople to an 
equal realization. 


—An old resident says that the barn 


owned and occupied by Alpheus Smith, 
the famous landlord of an earlier day, is 
standing on the John Wheeler farm in 
Clarksburg. The barn stood in the rear 
of the old Arcade, which stood where the 
Wilson now does, and sheltered fetage 
horses and horses driven by travelers long 
before the days of railroads. It is said the 
barn was sold to Albert Huskins, who 
took it down, removed it and erected it 
on the spot whore it now stands. 


-The night men at the depot say that 


they have experienced much relief since 
license went into effect in Williamstown. 
Before that time there was generally a 
delegation of ''drunks" to go out on tile 
midnight train, and Saturday night espe- 
cially it was liable to be pretty boisterous 
about the 
depot for half or three 


quarters of an hour before the train went, 
but now all is quiet; as a rule, and the 
railroad employes appreciate the change, 
which they pronounce very marked. 


—A petition is in circulation asking the 


county commissioners to relocate West 
Main street between the Main street 
bridge and the bridge at Braytonville. 
The petition is being signed by property 
holders on that street, who feel that there 
is need of many changes. 'But little atr 
tention has been paid by builders of 
houses on that street and the result is that 
there is a good deal of irregularity that 
needs correction before the electric road 
is built. This is the feeling of the proper- 
ty holders, whose petition will of course 
receive prompt attention at the hands of 
the county commissioners. 


—The work of laying the coaduits for 


the telephone wires will soon be com- 
pleted. The Main street conduit will ex- 
tend about two rods beyond the bridge. 
A manhole will be made each side of the 
bridge and from these manholes iron 
pipes will extend through the abutments, 
while the cable will bo suspended under 
the bridge. The only conduit to be laid 
iu addition to those done and now under 
way will be laid in Holden street from 
Main to Centre street, and to connect 
some of the large buildings with the 
mains. The work is being done with a 
thoroughness that commands universal 
approval and the men in charge have 


shown themselves masters of their busi- 
ness in every respecf. Sub-Foreman J. J, 
Mfthoney left town last ntg^ :_-• Port- 
land, Me., to act in a similar capacity on 
a big job the New England Telephone 
company is doing in that dit/. 


—A number in this town will be inter- 


ested to know that the sixth triennial re- 
union of the teachers and pnpjls of Pow- 
er's institute will be held at Bernardston 
August 21. No exercises will be held in 
the forenoon, but dinner will be served at 
12o'clo3kin the eommsdious pavilion at 
Syloview grove, followed by toasts and 
"aeeches.

The Williamstown Water company has

This will necessitate paralleling 
the entire system and the laying of about 
four miles of six-inch pipe and one mile 
of four-inch pipe.

W. Bullock the Flora Glen property and 
is constructing there a storaga reservoir to 
hold about 10,000,000 gallons. This will be 
for a feeder in cafe ofd--u.,h or an un- 
usual draft on the water supply caused by 
fire. A large force oV men is now at 
work on the dam, which will be thirty 
feet higher than the cold spring. It is ex- 
pected to complete most of this work be- 
fore winter sets in. The estimated cost of 
these improvements is about $22,000.

and the people of the town generally. 
Sufficient protection from fire is what the 
town has always lacked, but the need is 
now to be supplied, as all will be glad to 
know. The liberal course of the water 
company in this matter shows a disposi- 
tion to stand squarely by the interests of 
the people and its action will be appreci- 
ated by all living in the fire district.

\VEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Shows Business to Be In a Generally Satis 


factory Condition. 


Nn\v YORK, Aug. 10.—R. G. Dnn & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: Busi- 
ness con! inues unusually active for mid- 
summer, uud though there is perceptible 
relaxation, there are no signs of reliction. 
The one change nf great importance 
which Ihe past week has brought is eiu- 
inoutly liu pful—the amicable settlement 
between coal miners and employers in 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana. 
It is said that about 100,000 men will have 
their wages increased after Oct. 1 by this 
adjustment, and while the enlargement 
of purchasing power is of consequence, it 
seems even more important that a chronic 
cause of controversy has been removed by 
the new agreement as to company stores. 


Tkcre is no important change in crop 


prospects, and at this time no news is em- 
inently good news. 


Speculation lias been more successful in 


cotton than iu any other product during 
the past week, and has lifted the price '/s 
cent. Some injury has evidently bceu 
sustained from excessive rains, and tlie 
government report commands a little 
more ivttcation. 


WJle.it has' declined a fraction, with 


veiy scanty transactions, the extremely 
feniall \vcsteru receipts influencing the 
market for the present more than the re- 
stricted exports. 


Corn tends to lower prices with more 


encouraging prospects, and the expecta- 
tion of a heavy corn crop affects prices oj 
provisions, as might be expected. 


The industries continue to make prog- 


ress, and higher prices for iron, and steel 
products prove the supply has not yet out- 
run the demand. 


The anthracite coal market is completely 


demoralised, and prices have again yielded 
a little to about tlie lowest ever known. 
- Sales of wool ore not as much inflated 
by speculation as they were during the 
first JmlC of July, but they still considera- 
bly exceed the actual consumption in the 
manufacture, amounting in the three 
chief markets to 0,359,300 pounds, against 
9,371,700 pounds for tlie corresponding 
week In 1892. Prices are very firm. 


Some staple cotton goods have again ad- 


vanced, in price, and the market is un- 
usually strong for the season. 


Failures for the week were 225 In the 


United States, against 284 lost year, and 
4S in Canada against 51 lost rear. 


JAPAN'S PRETENSIONS 


tlie United States Into 


War Iu Certain Contingencies. 


Navy Department Neutral In 


Chinese Troubles. 


Americans al Shanghai Beg Leave to Differ 


With Minister Denby. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—In the event of 


a war between Russia and Japan, the 
United States may find itself an unwilling 
party unless the Japanese retreat from it 
position which they assumed toward the 
United States duriug the last wur with 
China. 


It Is not generally known that just be- 


fore tlio declaration of tlioarmistice which 
preceded the signature ot the treaty of 
peace aii issue had grown op between the 
United States anil Japan that threatened 
to lead to actual hostilities between, the 
two countries, and that a hostile clash 
was perluips only averted by the con- 
clusion of the Chinese war. 


This issue arose through the assertion by 


the Japanese authorities of the right to 
search American vessels. They insisted 
that they hod a right to search an Ameri- 
can vessel, and, if they chose, to take from 
her any Chines* or any enemy they might 
find, even though they were but pas- 
sengers. 
Minister Dun very promptly 


denied (he existence of any such right on 
the part of a combatant, and a hot corre- 
spondence ensued 


Tiie Japanese insisted on their right, 


and even when Mr. Dun reminded them 
that the United States had gone to war 
with Great Uritaiii on just this issue, and 
bad forced the abandonment of any claim 
to such a right, they refused to abate their 
pretensions one jot, 1 hough the minister 
intimated that the first assertion of such 
a rsglit would bo regarded by the United 
States as an ulif ricudly act. 


Tku Chinese Troubles. 


Consul General Jernigan has taken a 


great deal of interest in the recent Chinese 
troubles, and has sent several dispatches 
to the staiu department giving informa- 
tion ami making suggestions for pro- 
tection. 


It is the impression among some officials 


that the consuls, without being 
fully 


aware of the situation, have asked for 
troops from the warships where it would be 
impracticable for vessels to go. The state 
deportment lias not called upon the navy 
for any ship or force to land and proueed 
into the interior. 


Minister Deuby lias authority to call 


upon Admiral 
Carpenter for United 


States forces, and under his instructions 
the admiral is bound to furnish them. 
Both state and navy departments believe 
that the United States representatives on, 
the ground, clothed with ample powers, 
are better able to act for the best thim 
those here in WashingteJi. 


Acting Secretary McAdoo said yesterday 


that he could give Admiral Carpenter no 
instructions, and especially as Minister 
Dcnby had not asked thai anything be 
done. As to the suggestion that (.lie ad- 
miral should send a force in boats, he said 
that the minister and admiral were better 
able to know whether such a course was. 
wise. It n.ight be a sacrifice of men to 
send them several hundred miles into the 
interior. 


The British government had more can&c 


for miking a demonstration than the 
United States government, and yet no 
English force had been sent to the scene of 
the trouble. Mr. McA'doo said that an or- 
der from him to Admiral Carpenter might 
wholly interfere" with plans or operations 
the commander had in view or under way. 


Americans at Shanghai have sent a 


cable dispatch to President Cleveland pro- 
testing against Uiiited States Minister 
Denby's action in consenting that the 
British consul should represent America 
in the Sze'Chuen inquiry. They recom- 
mended a reconstruction of the commission 
by sending an. American official of mi- 
equate rank aud the exclusion of impli- 
cated Chinese officials. 
They also recom- 


mend that a marine escort accompany the 
commission. 


Sea Captain Murdered. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 10. — Captain 


Spronle, of the British steamship Capac, 
who landed the survivors of the Princo 
Oscar disaster, tells a story concerning the 
alleged mu'rdev Of Captain Steger, of the 
American bark Edward Kidder, by four 
unknown seamen, near » South American 
port. The supposed murderers belonged 
on an American bark, the William W. 
Crapo, which they afterword stole and 
made their escape, and, it is believed, 
perished in a fire which destroyed ihe 
ship, near Bio de -Janeiro. The Kidder 
put in at Topmast, a email port on the 
western coast of Peru, on the night pf 
June 28. There were a few other foreign 
and coastwise vessels in the harbor at the 
time, the crews of most of which had gone 
ashore. It was while there that Captain 
Steger was murdered. 


Four Against One. 


JAOKSOJT. Miss., Aug. 10.—T. D. Mar- 


shall, state senator-elect, and two com- 
panions, shot and killed B. T. Dinkins of 
this city »t Brandon yesterday. Marshall 
and three friends, II. H. Coleman, B. P. 
Fox and W. P. Vollens, drove to Brandon 
in a hack and met Dlnkius at the depot. 
As lie turned a corner of the building they 
opened fire on him, and shot him 15 times. 
Dinkins vras unarmed, but grabbed Mar- 
shall's pistol from him as he fired the fii^l 
shot. Two weeks ago Dinkins, it is said, 
spread a report that Marshall had at- 
tempted an infamous crime while he and 
Marshall had roomed together. Marshall 
and his companions were arrested. 


Keeping Promises. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Notices have been 


sent 'out' by the Mo»gan-Belmont syndi- 
cate to those who participated in the gov- 
ernment'bond issue that they will refund 
in currency another installment, amount- 
ing ta 34.4046 per cent, or $84,404.60 on 
every $100^)00 gold advanced for handling 
that portion of the loan distributed in this 
country. A payment of 40 per cant was 
mode some time ago, making the total 
payments to date about 75 per cent, or 
three-fourths ot the whole. 
The total 


amount advanced for the American por- 
tion of the loan was about $32,500.000 and 
the amount cf the money returned yester- 
day a little over 811,000,000. 


Probably Ill-Fated Ship. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—It is believed that 


the vessel whieh, with the British ship 
Prince Oscar, was sunk in collision off the 
coast of Brazil, is the British ship Holt 
Hill. The Holt Hill soiled from San 
Francisco for Queenstown April 23. On 
July 9, four days befoie the collision, she 
was spoken about 443 miles south of the 
scene of. the disaster. With a fair wind 
she would have been on the 13th in about 
the position indicated.

Tho men were sent out on the boom to 


try to "cant" the sloop off. Their com- 
bined weight so far aft was what was 
needed, and the plan worked excellently. 
At 8:30 tho Defender floated clear of tho 
spit and at once proceeded up the harbor 
to hor anchor vge. 
It is thought thu sloop 


is uninjured, as she grounded easily and 
the tide did not leave her high enough to 
caute any strain. Her bottom will, how- 
over, ba examined by a diver. 


At 6 o'clock last night all hopes ot a race 


between the Jubileo and Defender were 
crushed by tho unexpected departure of 
the Jubilee for Boston. The question of 
the race was the chiet subject for auxietv 
among yachtsmen yesterday, and the 
matter lwas seriously considered by ;:U 
interested.

Government Troops Routed by Patriots In a 


Hard-Fought Battle. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—A dispatch fron 


Panama says in regard to Tuesday's bat- 
tle at San Miguel, Ecuador: General 
Sarasti's vanguard of over 600 troops at- 
tacked the advanced guard of the patriotic 
army, commanded by General Vernaza.
